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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-8, 33-37, and 54 are allowed in response to the communication filed 
3/20/06 entered as Response After Non-Final Action. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A system and 
a method for facilitating securities trading with receiving trade details from a trader for a 
proposed trade and assigning a trade risk rating to the proposed trade based on 
received trade details and a set of risk assessment rules and approving the proposed 
trade if the trader risk rating and the trade risk rating have a predetermined relationship 
with each other in claims 1 and 33 and automatically approving the proposed trade if the 
trader risk rating is below a risk threshold for the trade in claim 54 in conjunction with 
the other claim limitations was not disclosed by, would not have been obvious over, nor 
fairly suggested by the prior art of record. 

3. The dependent claims 2-8 and 34-37 being further limiting to the independent 
claims, definite and fully enabled by the Specification are also allowable.
